In life, as far as is known, before the 
murderer met her. was Cclia Di Vresc. 
one of her playmates, who started af- 
ter flowers with her. 


Mr. and Mrs. 
Straula 
anxiously 


awaited the appearance of their daugh- 
ter, but when supper time approached 
and nothing had been heard 
of 
the 


girl, they started a search. They found 
lhat she had gone to the meadows, and 
immediately hurried there- 


in the 'dusk and in the further shad- 


ows of the early evening they hunted 
high and low, and later whfn the moon 
ame out they continued to scan every 
possible spot where 
the 
child 
could 


have gone. 


It was barely possible that the girl 


bad been overcome by fatigue and had 
fallen asleep, and again the thought 
that she might have wandered into the 
brook and was drowned almost drove 
the mother and father frantic: 


At 10 o'clock no trace 
had 
been 


found and the father hurried to the 
station house to enlist the services of 
the police. A squad was sent,
